Supervisor William D. Fusselman 
said personal inspections have in­ 
dicated the food is good, pure, and 
sufficient. He said, however, there 
should be a continuing cheek to as­ 
sure this is always the case. 
Mrs. Booth said she had observed 
one meal where bread was covered 
with a “sprinkling of ground meat 
and a paste of flour and water that 
was called white sauce " And, she 
added, when day-old pastries and 
doughnuts arrive at the county Jail 
they aren’t always distributed fairly 
because of “whims and favoritism." 
The supervisors rejected a 45 cents 
per meal bid several weeks ago from 
a San Rafael cafe, noting that this 
was an increase of seven cents from 
the old rate. Another prospective 
contractor said she hadn’t seen the 
call for bids because it was published 
in 1 newspaper at Point Reyes Sta­ 
tion. 
The new bid call will be published 
in the Independent-Journal and one 
other county newspaper.

Hugh Scott (R-Pa), a former 
Republican national committee 
chairman, huddled with delegates in 
the interests of his drive to send 
Elsenhower to the White House. He 
announced that a Washington state 
Elsenhower for President committee 
has been formed, with Owen Clarke 
of Taklma as chairman. 
David Ingalls, a national Taft 
leader, flew here in time for the 
regional party meeting; pasted a 
Taft for President” sticker on his 
hotel door and went to work. He 
has toured 40 states to take readings 
of Taft’s chances as a candidate. 
Ingalls told newsmen that things 
look good for Taft in the West, but 
he declined to specify the states. He 
did say, however, that the reaction 
was unfavorable in Wyoming. 
Neither camp could expect en­ 
dorsement by the conference before 
it winds up tomorrow night.

Illness Causes Loss Of 6000 
Pupil Days In S.R. Schools 


High school students missed au 
average of eight and one half days 
of school because of illness last year, 
San Rafael High school health com­ 
mittee reported today. A total of 
8,000 pupU days of school were lost 
because of sickness among the 700 
piQ)Us enrolled. 
Study of school records and par­ 
ent’s excuses for those absent be­ 
cause of Illness indicates that on the 
average, boys lost seven and one half 
of the 180 school days while girls lost 
nine. By grade level, freshmen and 
sophomores lost fewer days than did 
Ju.'fiors and seniors. 


Boys had a better record than 
girls—six per cent of the boys could 
boast no days lost, only one per cent 
of the gids could make the claim. 
Ninety-five of each 100 students were 
ibsent a half day or more because 
of reported illness. 
Only four per cent of the total 
possible time in which students could 
attend school was lost because of 
illness. Senior and Junior g*da had 
the poorest recmd in this respect. 
Blame for toe most frequent cause 
of ab^nce went to the conunon cold. 
More than 36 per cent of the boys’ 
absences and 29 per cent of the girls' 


absence were caused by this commcm 
condition. "Flu” took the second 
largest t<^ of time from school. 
Nearly 15 per cent of toe absences 
were Mamed on influenza. Where 
boys had the poorer record 
colds, 
girls had the poorer record on "flu." 
Upset stomach ranked as third 
major cause of absence by account­ 
ing for 10 per cent of the illnesses. 
“Sore throats’* and "headaches” were 
next on toe list. One hundred and 
eight pupil days were lost because 
of poison oak. 
This particular study is one phase 
of the committee’s activities to in­ 


vestígate the health needs of pupils 
at San Rafael High school. Roy L. 
Davis, director of health education 
for toe dty schools, reported. In­ 
formation gained from toe study will 
be used to Improve and expand toe 
school health program. 
A major phase of toe tnvestiga- 
tion is concerned with finding what 
health problems are of partlcuiar 
interest to pupils and the feelings 
of parents as to what health subjects 
are most important for the school 
to teach. 
The high school commilee, work­ 
ing under direction of Davis, has as 
chairman'Kenneth M<»ey, director 
of curriculum. Others on the com­ 
mittee are Miss Florence Abraham, 
Fred Hines, Lauriston Tardy, A1 
Thomson, and Edwin Wells, princi­ 
pal of toe school

Liver Damage 
And Diabetes 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
As we acquire more tools for in­ 
vestigation and research, we often 
find that many diseases are not as 
simple as we once thought them. 
Today, for instance, we are mak­ 
ing great strides forward in 
our 
study of the liver and its functions. 
As a result of these studies, many 
observers are beginning tc believe 
that the liver may play a role in 
diabetes, or, at least, that liver 
disease often accompanies and com­ 
plicates the diabetes. 
OPINION ADVANCED 
Some recent workers have gone 
so far as to advance the opinion 
that some type of liver damage 
may be responsible for increased 
sugar in the blood and urine of 
older people who develop diabetes, 
rather than a lack of insulin which 
is usually responsible for this dis­ 
order. 
Since the liver aids so greatly in 
the use of starchy foods, it can 
readily be seen that damage to the 
liver may cause an increase in the 
amount of sugar in the blood and 
urine. 
A group of patients suffering from 
diabetes was studied, and liver func­ 
tion tests were carried out. 
In 
those showing a lowered liver func­ 
tion or evidence of liver disease, 
treatment was started which con­ 
sisted of a diet low in calories, but 
containing enough food to maintain 
weight 
FAT LIMITED 
Since there Is considerable evi­ 
dence that fat may be detrimental 
in liver disea3e it should be limited. 
A high protein diet is advisable; 
that is, it should contain 
such 
foods as meat, skimmed milk and 
eggs. 
Along with this diet, vitamin pre­ 
parations 
containing 
substances 
helpful in liver diseases, were given 
to the patients three times a day. 
These preparations contained sub­ 
stances such as choline, methion­ 
ine, Inositol and liver extract. It 
was found that in all six cases tried 
with thfs form of treatment, there 
was favorable response, with the 
liver tests becoming normal, thus 
indlcatmg improvement of the liver 
damage.

cuRy, and since a large proportion

There Is A Time In Every Child's Life 
When A Good Spanking Is Beneficial 


Should you ever spank a child? 
If so, when? Let’s look at corporal 
punishment today. 
Old maid psychologists usually 
shake their noggins and wave bony 
fingers at you when you admit 
spanking Junior. Psychologists with 
small kids In thcfr own homes won’t 
do that. 'They know there are times 
in the life of almost every 3 to 7 
year old when a few sharp thwacks 
are beneficial. Have you discovered 
that? 
Don’t ever try corporal punishment 
on a teen-ager. All it gets you is 
deeper resentment and more trouble. 
But spankings have a place with 
most little ones. 
Here are the rules: 
(1) Save corporal punishment for 
the few most important crises where 
immediate learning is essential. If 
you paddle too frequently, the pun­ 
ishment will lose its effectiveness. 
(2) Make sure your youngster 
knows why the punishment. Talk 
with him about it afterwards, when 
he has cooled off. Be sure he gets 
the lesson you want him to get from 
the experience. 
(3) Try to be consistent. Don’t 
praise one bit of conduct one day, 
and swat It the next. 
(4- Don’t let the punishment get 
in the way of the love you show 


for your youngster. He needs to 
sense your love, even tho you do 
administer sharp pain. 
The exception to all this comei 
with the kids who are too sensitive 
to stand assault from you. We’ve one 
daughter w'ho is that way. The one 
time I spanked her she was too 
shattered even to cry. AU she could 
do was to shudder and gasp out to 
me “Why Daddy, you hltted me!** 
She was days getting over it. If you 
have such a child, be sure to spare 
the rod, 
QUESTIONS ANSWERED 
Q. Why do many psychologists feel 
so strongly against corporal punish­ 
ment? 
A. Because they see the results of 
too much corporal punishment so 
often. Punishment overdone bru­ 
talizes homellfe. It destroys love, and 
the security of life for children. Chil­ 
dren who are punished too much are 
apt to get into trouble, and to de­ 
velop serious emotional difficulties. 
A little corporal punishment goes a 
long way.

Every Youth Should 
Learn Constitution 
During this year's legislative.session, the state 
of California took a step which should be fol­ 
lowed throughout the country. The California 
Legislature passed a law which rcquirci that 
a course in the Constitution and in American 
history be a condition for graduation from 
high schools, junior colleges, state colleges, and 
univenitiei. 
That requirement—coming at a lime when 
enemies within and w^ithout the nation are 
bmil OR destroying the letter and spirit of the 
Constítution-b a matter of the utmost im- 
poruñee. 
The Constitution is our first line of defense 
against tyranny and oppression. As Percy V. 
Lon^ a leading San Francisco attorney and 
author of "The Story of the Constitution" hM 
written, "Under the Constitution the only 
power to govern b under 'rule of law,' secur­ 
ing to the individual the right to go and to 
come and to lUyi to enjoy the family relations! 
to pursue honest industry and innocent rcae- 
atioti; to exercise freedom of opinion, of wor­ 
ship. and of speech; and the rights of private 
property. 
"To MOift thett rights govemmenti are 
instituted among men,* as suted in the Declar­ 
ation of Independence. It was the message to 
the world, proclaiming the American philos­ 
ophy of government" 
ThM meuigt wu never more vital to our 
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Strength and our very survival than now. There 
can be no question that much of the teaching 
in our schools, and particularly colleges, along 
wiih many of the textbooks in current use, is 
inimical to the Constitution and to these lib­ 
erties it guarantees. Our legislature has ukcn 
a splendid step. No young person should be 
allowed to graduate from school or college 
without a thorough undersianding of these 
eternal, living principles upon which our na­ 
tion was created. 


Motorists, Watch 
Out For Children 
The Child Safety Campaign now cunently 
being held serves to remind ui of the need for 
protecting the younpters from modern day 
hazards. 
It isn’t merely a matter of greater safety on 
the streets but in the home as well. The ex­ 
ercise of common sense can do much to prevent 
unecceisary tragedies which mar the lives of 
children. 
Safety education is something which must 
be kept at continuously in the school, but it 
b equally important for adults to stay alert 
on shild safety. When driving, keep a sharp 
eye out for the little ones. It's a simple matter 
to be careful It can be a sad matter if you're 
not. 


Thmrt is a theorr which holds 
thit la "tfo of inflation” is thead 
for America and the world. Thera 
is an oppostnf theory which holds 
stronsly that in the condition 
which now exists natural forces 
work powerfully toward declininf 
prices. For the moment, facts seem 
to support the latter view; with 
the past year there has been a 
marked decline of prices of im­ 
portant commodities which affect 
the economy as a whole and this 
decline is stil! under way. 
Any discussion of this conflict of 
views should begin with a defini­ 
tion cd what Innatlon is. The 
classic and justified definition says 
that inflation consists of excess of 
money In the country In propor­ 
tion to quantity of goods in the 
country. A popular definition says 
merely that Inñation is rise in 
prices of goods. That b approxi­ 
mately correct enough. Technical 
esactness would say that rise in 
prices of goods Is not identical 
with Inflation, that it it a result 
or symptom of inflation. The dis­ 
tinction is not very material. 
THE WORD “GOODS” in this 
connection should have a qualify­ 
ing W(HTd preceding it. What is 
meant Is ordinary goods such as 
people customarily buy and con­ 
sume in normal times ; these might 
be called “civilian goods.” There 
is going to be very shortly a great 
decrease in the quantity of this 
kind of goods. Fbr the Industries 
Which «ormally produce civilian 
goods are being changed over to 
produce goods for use in war. In­ 
dustries which produce automo­ 
biles, refrigerators, washing ma­ 
chines and the like, are being re­ 
quired to reduce their output of 
that kind of goods, so as to make 
tanks, guns and other goods for 
war. Thus there is going to be a 
scarcity of the civilian goods that 
people buy and consume. 
This approaching scarcity of 
civilian goods, already beginning 
in fact, would normally result 
automaticiUy in much higher 
prices for goods. For the Incomes 
received by large classes of people, 
conspicuously labor and farmers, 
the money they and the public 
generally will have in their pockets 
or in bank deposits, is not expected 
to be reduced. On the contrary 
policies of the administration tend 
toward increased Income lor labor 
and farmers and some other 
groups. Indeed for several years 
past a “goal” of the Truman id- 
ministrition has been increase of 
the incomes of people generally, 
of the total national income. In 
fact a larga increase In the total 
national Income haa taken place, 
and President Truman has in 


different statements held oul 
promJsf of more. 
THB POUer HAB PLBABED 
many persons. They hsvt not 
realised that Increases in incmnes 
have been accompanied by cor­ 
responding or evm greater in- 
ereasea In prices of goods and In 
cost of livlxig. Since the policy has 
so fsr hem politically alluring it 
is not likely to be abandoned by 
the adminlstraUon. But presently 
we are about to have a high level 
of income for large classes of the 
people end at the same time a 
scarcity of goods. This eondlttoa 
confronts the country with an 
acute danger; It ia an lutomatle 
formiila for inflation. 
Here aris«i one of the reeiona 
dted In support of the theory that 
an “age of inflation** ia ahead. The 
administration decrln inflation, 
warng against it, sermonlzee 
against it, but policies and prac­ 
tices of the administration pro­ 
mote it. Any effective cessation of 
inflation is likely to be accompan­ 
ied by at least a temp(»rary and 
alight deflation and recession of 
prices. The reason is that psycho­ 
logically any current level of prices 
Includea expectatloii of higher 
prices later on and when this ex- 
pectatkm disappears prices tend to 
fall and there is likely to be some 
recession in business. 
A.NY RECESSION IN business is 
dreadtd by the administrttion. 
When a slight recession took place 
in 1949 the Administration acted 
almost desperately to check it and 
reverse it. Among other steps it 
adopted a policy of larger expendi- 
turea by government which could 
be expected to make business more 
active. This policy, which amounted 
to not trying to balance the budget 
and to increasing the government 
debt, was a large cause of the in- 
Hation we now have. 
At present the administration 
strives almost desperately to keep 
prices up or raise them. By the 
policy of price support for farm 
crops, it prevents any decline in 
prices of food. Official actions by 
one or another government agency 
decree higher prices. One govern­ 
ment agency decrees higher prices 
for such goods as, for example, coal 
and automobiles; another agency 
decrees higher freight rates which 
result in higher cost of transporta­ 
tion, hence In higher prices of 
goods transported on r a i 1 r o a d s, 
which are about all the goods there 
are. There are many other ex­ 
amples. These, with increases in 
wages, some decreed or approved 
by administration agencies, com­ 
pose an automatic spiral of infla­ 
tion.

Study Shows Food In State 
Institutions Is Adequate 
SACRAMENTO- (UP) — Food 
served to the 54,000 persons in 
Caliiomia's inititutlone is 
adequate nutritionally, but there's 
room for improvement in the 
handling and preparation of It. 
Paul E. Howe, special nutrition 
consultant on loan from the 
federal department of agriculture, 
made this statement in a report 
submitted alter a detailed study 
of nutrition policies, practices and 
operating procedures at the state’s 
residential facilities. 
Howe said the $17,000,000 spent 
annually for food for institutions 
of the departments of mental 
hygiene, correction, and veterans 
affairs was enough to provido all 
persons with suííicient diet 
JAMES S. dean, director of 
the state finance department, said 
the study was ordered after claims 
were made before the legislature 
that the department of mental 
hygiene was receiving less money 
per patient for food than the 
department of corrections. 
“The food allowances of all the 
tgendea provide sufficient food in 
kind and amount lor nutritionally 


adequate diets and icceptable 
meals,” Howe’s report said. “IM- 
provements In its application lies 
more with people and whal they 
can do with food than through 
major changes in food allowances ” 
“THE QUESTION WAS a ‘poten­ 
tial argument*,” Dean said. 
think Dr. TaUman (Director ol 
Mental Hygiene Department) still 
has some arguments and irill be 
before the legislature again asking 
for more money.” 
The mental hygiene depart­ 
ment had asked the recent legis­ 
lature for an $800,(MB addition to 
its food budget to bring the level 
of food in its institutions up to 
that of the correctlnal aftnclet.

• except the tendency to form deep 
wrinkles which are sometimea dif­ 
ficult to remove, and are indeed im­ 
possible to remove if the wrinkle 
becomes so deep it actually cracks 
tlie fabric. 


Weighted ailk taffeta has a tend­ 
ency to deteriorate, and therefore 
tend to split. 


Regenerated rayon taffetas are 
unservicabte. We recommend that 
you do not buy any taffetas—drew, 
drapery, bedspread, slipcover, or 
mnyüiing made wholly or partially 


from regenerated rayon. There are 
even expensive items on the market 
which contain regenerated rayon. 
So price Is no criterion. If your mer- 
chanl cannot assure you, you’ll bt 
buying virtually at your own risk, aa 
regenerated rayon la difficult to 
dean and the results unpredictable. 
Paper taffetas are also unpre­ 
dictable, since their appearance de­ 
pends on sizing. 
Our recommendation, If you like 
taffeta, li that you buy a good cal- 
lulose acetate or silk (unweighted) 
taffeta In the first place. 
You 
might have to pay a little more for 
It, but It’s well worth the difference. 
It will wear longer and better.
